"Diabetes occurs at about the 


same frequency as glaucoma, 
yet everyone seems to know 
what diabetes is but few can tell 
us what glaucoma is." That 
statement is by Dr. Lawrence 
L. Garner, director of the 
glaucoma referral center at 
Marquette University School of 
Medicine. 


Glaucoma is a disease of the 


eye associated with the buildup 
of fluid pressure within the 
eyeball which may result in 
total blindness. Sample screen- 
ings have shown that about 2 
pei- cent of all adults over the 
age of 40 have glaucoma. In 
Wisconsin, it is estimated that 
more than 30,000 persons have 
glaucoma, many of whom do 
not know it. 
The exact cause of glaucoma 
isn't known. There is a distur- 


bance in the normal circulation 
of fluid in ttie eye such that the 
flow of aqueous (fluid), which 
nourishes the eye, is obstructed 
in its passage out of the eye 
resulting in a buildup of the 
internal pressure. In time, this 
pressure destroys the nerve 
fibers. If the pressure remains 
unchecked these nerve fibers 
continue to die, one at a time, 
and with each dying fiber more 
of the field of vision is lost.

Q. My second floor bathroom 


radiator won't heat — even 
hough the riser pipe is hot all 
ihe way up to the floor. Can you 
suggest something? 


A: Work two small blocks 


of wood — no more than % 
inch high — under the legs of 
the valve end. H«re'« the 
idea: For some reason — 
settlement or other cause — 
the radiators may have tilted 
a little bit away from the pipe 
where the steam enters. So 
the water is trapped in the 
radiator, where it blocks the 
entry of further heat. Tilting 
the radiator often is enough to 
release the trapped water and 
get things back to normal. 
Q: My summer cottage is 


situated with a high hill directly 
to the south. Also there are 
many tall trees. Sometimes we 
get a bad down-draft and the 
fireplace smokes some. Can you 
offer any suggestions?

Divorce 


shocking if they are looked at 
in isolation — but, then, so can 
any statistics, including those 
for disease and crime. If we 
don't know how to use statis- 
tics, we are better off without 
them. 


For instance, we all know 


ihe figures on the divorce rate 
— but how many have ever 
heard that a higher percentage 
of people in the United States 
get mrarried today than ever 
before? In the past, about 90 
per cent of the population 
married; these days, the per- 
centage is 95 — which is a lot 
more- people in our U.S. 
population of 200 million. 


Not only do more people get 


married, but more people get 
married more than once. Of 
the 400,000 divorces each year, 
about two-thirds of the women 
and three-fifths of the men 
remarry, and not long after- 
wards. Marriage as an institu- 
tion is flourishing, not failing 
— even though many specific 
marriages may not be doing 
well. 


Why do we have so many 


more divorces than we used 
to? There are at least five 
main reasons: (1) People live 
longer than they used to; (2) 
they move about more, and 
don't have the roots they used 
to; (3) More people have more 
money and are able to obtain 
a legal divorce; (4) Women 
have become more educated 
and more independent, and 
thus less wMng to endure a 
slave-like marriage; (5) Ex- 
pectations of satisfactions in 
marriage are higher than they 
used to be. 


In none of these reasons — 


upon which nearly all sociolo- 
gists agree — do we find a 
lowering of moral standards or 
a cheap and cynical attitude 
toward marriage. They are 
changes in social and cultural 
conditions, rather than de- 
dines in personal values. H 
anything, the personal values 
in marriage have been up- 
graded over the years — for 
more of the total personality is 
now involved. 


The old-fashioned marriage, 


which worked reasonably well 
in the old cultural matrix, 
fixed the husband primarily in 
his role as the "provider," and 
the wife primarily in her role 
as "homemaker." But such 
aspects as sharing, self-ex- 
pression, 
and 
self-develop- 


ment, were often lacking in 
the relationship. 


In today's affluent society, 


these formerly submerged as- 
pects have come to th* 
surface as basic needs in a 
good marriage. What we need 
is not a return to the "old- 
fashioned" marriage, but a 
better understanding, of th* 
demands of the new kind.
